Gunmen’s friends say they, understood pam 


• LITTLETON, Colo. (AP) ~ 
Police arc interviewing them, 
over and over. Reporters are 
stalking them. Embittered class- 
mates would like' to talk to 
them. 

No wonder that mcml>ers of the 
Trcnchcoat Mafia, among the 
closest friends of the Columbine 
High gunmen, are feeling even 
more ostracized than they did 
before Tuesday's shooting 

Before the shooting, the group 
of about a dozen boys and girls 
were known around school as out- 
casts who favored long, black 
trench coats and adopted the 
trappings of “Gothic" subculture, 
with its penchant for black 
clothes, ghoulish makeup and 
macabre images. 

Trcnchcoat Mafia asked mourn- 
ers at a memorial service not to 
blamcthemfor'thc acrions of . 
Dylan KJelxiId and Eric Harris.

iffs spokesman Steve Davis. 

Some students also wan ted -'to*' 
talk to the gunmen’s friends. 

- .“I'd spook my mind,” said 
Aaron Cohn, 15, who narrowly 
escaped being shot in the school 
library. 

“I’d tell them they should have 
known what their friends were 
doing. If you hang out with some- 
one for a year, you should know 
what they're doing. If they’re 
' threatening people,, building 
bombs, you’ve got to know that.” 

•In the first days after the shoot- 
ing, Cohn and other students 1 
talked bitterly of making life 
even more difficult for members 
of the Trcnchcoat Mafia. But 
Cohn’s-father, Sieve, said the 
tough talk was bom more of fear 
than malice. ' 

“I don't think kids were ever 
-scared of— the-trencb-coats - 
before,” the elder Cohn said. 
“They were just different. But 
now the word “trench coat” sends 
fear into them.”

Wellstone, who briefly consid- 
ered running for the Democratic 
nomination in 2000, campaigned 
with Bradley in Minnesota this 
iweekon d.-He -sa i d s-^We-Demo- 
crats are the party of big ideas. 
Social Security, Medicare, civil 
rights and human rights, and we 
ought to have a presidential candi- 
date in 2000 who stands in that 
tradition.” 

Wellstone has been a persistent 
critic of Clinton administration 
policies. He served in the Senate 
with Bradley from 1990 to 1996. 

Bradley also has landed the 
backing of Seattle Mayor Paul 
Schell, who said ho decided to go 
with Bradley because he thinks 
the former Knicks basketball star 
is a winner and the Clinton team’s 
been weak on urban issues. 
“Make no mistake, I think Bradley 
can win,” Schell, said in an inter- 
view. “I think there ore going to 
be a lot of people very surprised 
by how'well he is going to do.” • 
Earlier, the former New Jersey 
senator was endorsed by Paul A. 
Volcker , former Federal Reserve 
Board chnirmon.

And the e-mail site is well- visit- 
ed. Cosic says the page listing 
overnight attacks and others with 
related material has liad about 20 
million hits since starting opera- 
tions about four, weeks ago, many 
from as far as the United States. 

Cosic says the idea of compiling 
-a running commentary just hap- 
pened. 

“I posted a message telling peo- 
ple to e-mail with news of attacks 
and this is what grew out of it," he 
said.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Forget Michael 
Johnson, Marion Jones and Maurice Green. 

. Arkansas senior Seneca Lassiter did just 
. that Saturday in thdTenn Relays. 

Lassiter wasn’t awed or intimidated by the 
presence of three of the world’s greatest 
-.sprinters beforp a Franklin Field crowd of 
44,639 that brought the three-day attendance 
to a meet-record 96358. 

Lassiter, rapidly becoming the nation’s best 
— 7niler r anchored-Arkansas-to-relay-champi — 
onships in the 4- mile race and 3200-meter 
event, after having anchored the Razorbacks 
to the distance medley relay' title Friday. 

Those victories earned Lassiter the award as 
the outstanding track athlete in the meet for 
the second time in three years. 

His sensational performance Saturday 
included a scintillating mile of 3 minutes, 55.6 
seconds in the 4-mile relay, helping Arkansas 
- set a collegiate record of-10:07.96, breaking ' 
the mark of 10.08.9 by the 1962 Oregon team 
that featured world-class miler Dyrol 
Burleson on anchor.

"The crowd was really into it," Lassiter said 
after his brilliant effort in the 4-mile race.

There are ways to ease the 
difficulty of giving bad news 


Almost everyone dreads having to give bad 
news to on employee — or anyone, for that 
matter. 

But Dr. Robert Buckman, an oncologist in 
Toronto, says there are ways to make it easier 
for both sides. Buckman, interviewed in Fast 
Company magazine, says that starting a con- 
versation by listening instead of talking — in 
other words, by asking questions like “How 
are you feding?" — helps to build mis t . If the 
conversation is a performance review, he sug- 
gests first asking employees how they feel 
they’re doing. 

Being empnthic. which means acknowledg- 
ing an employee’s feelings, is crucial. For 
example, if the employee starts to ay, it would 
be helpful to say, *Tm making you ay. This 
must be awful for you.” If the employee feels 
his or her emotions are being legitimized, the 
bad news will be a lot easier to take.

Matthews, executive vice president and 
chief economist for First Security Bank. 

But because inflation is so low - ■ 
around 1 or 2 percent - “the real coat of 
borrowing really is quite high.” 

Business people proba- 
bly believe inflation eventually will 
return to 3 or 4 percent, but Matthews 
said that's a long way off. 

In home buying, however, appreciat- 
ing prices join with low interest to 
make purchases attractive, he said. 

Though the avenge price of a home 
sold within the city of Twin Falls rose 
by only $400 from first quarter 1997 to 
that period in 1998, it had jumped by 
$10,000 more by first quarter tins year, 
mid Olivia Rowe, executive officer of 
the Greater.

months of 1999, compared with 136 
sales and a 591,719 average in first 
quarter 1998. 

The Idaho Automobile Dealers \ 
Association posted a similar gain in 
Twin Falls County: 959 cars and trucks 
sold in first quarter 1999, compared 
with 82S in the first three months of 

1998. 

Twin Falls city and county, however 
issued permits for just 72 new homes at 
a $93,498 average value in first quarter 

1999, down from 75 and S96984 a year 
earlier.

Tech products need to consider the consumer

guage skills in their early years, 
and by their middle years, they 
had the lowest grades and test 
scores and the highest teacher 
ratings of learning problems. By 
the time they got older, the 
neglected children had lower 
overall school performance and 
were the most likely to repeat_a_ 
grade. ' 

The solutions, psychologists 
say, don't require money or even 
that much time. Parents simply 
need to seize on all the little 
moments in a day when a smile, a 
hug or a few kind words can 
make the difference between iso-

Add ro this the time kids spend 
playing video games or in front of 
a computer and it’s easy to under- 
stand why children are becoming 
less fit, said Mctzl, who spccinl- 
.izesJn pediatric. and. ad uIl sports _ 
medicine at the Hospital for 
Special Surgery in New York 
City. 

And the result of becoming less 
fit is a skyrocketing incidence df 
obesity among American kidst 
Close to a quarter of children 
ages 6-17 are overweight or at 
risk for being overweight, accord- 
ing to government figures. . 

“One of the major contributing 
factors to obesity in kids is inac- 
tivity, which is fueled to a great 
degree by television viewing," 
riud DnAVUIiam Dietz,' director of 
the division of nutrition and phys- 
ical activity. at the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

The more tads plop in front of 
the tube, the more likely they also 
arc to eat junk food — often junk 
food advertised on television — 


which also contributes to obesity, 
Dietz said. 

Obesity in childhood — aside 
from affectin g the child’s self- 
image — predisposes the cl did to 
become an obese adult, studies 


liave found. Hie'cliilil is also more" 
prone to develop diabetes, high 
blood pressure, high cholesterol 
and head disease as an adult. 

In a recent study in the journal 
Circulation, researchers from the 
^.University. of Minnesota Medical 
School followed 679 kids from age- 
7 3/4 until age 23 1/2. They found 
that not only the overall body 
weight but also [berate of weight 
gain during childhood and a doles- 
„ ccnce -were.“directly_ related _to_ 
levels of cardiovascular risk fac- 
tors in young adulthood.” 

They found that if a child was 
overweight and the rate of weight 
gain was not slowed, even at age 
24 the person was showing signs 
of being at risk for heart disease.
